lf Balloon Is Still Sailing She Has

Wellman's Son-in-Law Hopeful. 


New York, Oct. 18.—Tho wireless 
people fished the air all day and night 
for W alter Wellman and the balloon 
America, but there was no answer to 
the incessant call, “ Wit, Wn, W n,” i 
Htridulating from steam ships in the 
North Atlantic 
lanes and from the 
m any public and private stations along 
the coast. 
At tho rate W ellman and his crew 
w ere sending along the America the 
airship, it still aloft, should have been 
off Sable 
Island. Nova Scotia, last 
night, lait the Marconi station at Carn- 
I»erdown, Nova Scotia, couldn’t con­ 
nect up with Jack Irwin, the wireless; 
operator of the America. 
Wireless! 
word has been received from twenty- j 
five Atlantic 
liners, none of which 
mentioned the America, although all 
of them, presumably, had been calling 
to Irwin for a tip as to his where­ 
abouts. 
From N antucket to Cajie Race the 
wireless operators logged ships who 
asked for news, but bad no news to 
give*. Many of them were in positions 
where they might have been ex pee ted 
lo hook up aerials with the America, 
hut they knew nothing. 
With no word from Wellman since 
12 40 p. rn. on Sunday, when Jack Ir­ 
win Hashed that all was well, the 
friends of the A m erica’s crew are get­ 
ting anxious. 
There was absolutely 
no indication as to where the dirigible 
bad veered, w hether she was still peg­ 
ging away toward Ireland or whether 
she had dropped som ewhere on top of 
the United States or in C anada’s base­ 
ment. 


All Records Broken. 


If the America is still sailing she has 
beaten 
alt 
records 
for 
continuous 
flight of dirigibles, possibly all records 
for endurance by gas bags. Count Zep­ 
pelin cm May 31, 11*09, sailed bls dirig­ 
ible thirty-seven hours, from Fried* 
ilchshafen to Bltterfleld and return, 
traveling more than 850 miles. At noon 
today, if the America was still golly?, 
her captain. .Melville Vaniman, had 
sailed her 75 hours ami 47 minutes. 
At Atlantic City W ellm an's backers 
were figuring that he had [reveled at 
least 10<H> miles. 
They knew that Wellman would de- 
eld** whether to head across toward 
Europe or turn around and scoot for 
the hanger that is kept warm for him 
at Atlantic City. 
Wellman told them 
before he was pushed off on Saturday 
morning that he would start back for 
Atlantic City the- moment that he and 
his men derided that the voyage to 
Europe 
was 
impracticable*. 
Leroy 
Chamberlain, 
W ellm an’s 
so n in la w , 
said: 


Thinks They Reached New Foundland. 


"So far as we can m ake out by a 
study of the m aps and c harts which 
we have, the America has reached a 
point where it can lie decided whether 
there is a chance to reach Europe. It 
is almost sale to say that this decision 
Is be ing reac bed now or will lie re a c h ­ 
ed within the next few hours by tho 
men on bourd the America. I believe 
that the* America at nightfall was off 
St. Bi**rre, New F\ nim! land, and had 
turned 
«*ast 
almost directly In the 
transatlantic steam ship lune. 
We are 
confident that some message showing 
our calculations to tie correct will soon 
reae h one of the w ireless stations.” 
Wellman asked Brcsldent Satus, of 
the Atlantic: City syndicate* that is 
hacking 
the* 
venture, to keep the 
Amorh a ’s h unger up and ready for 
him 
Lots of folks along the tabard- 
walk and around the hotels were bet­ 
ting that Wellman would reach the 
hanger before he did Ireland.

Mrs. Howe had been ill since Wed 
nesday last, when she ba l a severe 
chill Heath was due to obi age, which, 
with a cold, weakened her heart. She 
was in her ninety-second year. 
On Sunday Mrs. Howe appeared tc 
he recovering from her cold, but con 
tinned to remain in bed. Monday bet 
condition (hanged suddenly for the 
worse and she lapsed into unconscious­ 
ness. which ended iii death. 
At 
her 
lied side 
were her three 
daughters, Mrs. Florence Howe Hall, 
Mis. Laura Elizabeth 
Richards and 
i Mrs. John Elliot, with hor husband. 


Julia Ward Howe, the Grand Old 
W om an of Americ an literature, will ai­ 
w ain be rem em bered as the author of 
th** famous ‘'Battle Hymn of the Re­ 
public." 
Mrs. Howe was 
.th** daughter of 
Samuel Ward, a prominent New York 
banker, and was born in New York 
city on May 27, 1819. Hor mother way 
a descendant of th** distinguished Gen 
eral Marion, of Revolutionary fame, 
and was a highly cultivated woman,' 
who inculcated in her daughter the 
love of poetry at an early age. 
Mrs. Howe soon became proficient 
in several ancient and modern lan­ 
guages and in music. When twenty-J 
four she was m arried to Dr. Samuel 
S Howe, of Boston. An extended tour 
abroad followed, during which they 
visited England, Ireland, the Italian 
lakes, Rome, Florence and Baris. 
At>out this time Mrs. Howe com­ 
menced to write poetry 
and a few 
years alter her return. In Isl.*, brought 
out "Passion Flowers," hor first book * 
Her literary work once started, con­ 
tinued for over half a century, d u rin g ’ 
which time she produced a great many' 
poems and a num ber of magazine a r­ 
ticles, 
She also w r o t e an ex* * lieut biogra­ 
phy of Margaret Fuller, published In 
1883. 
"Modern Society” was a scath­ 
ing analysis of some of th** ideals and 
practices which are more or less prev­ 
alent in this country. 
"From th** Oak 
to the Olive” was a book of Kurop««n 
travel, and a companion volume was 
”A Trip to Cuba.” Her hooks of poetry 
In* hided "W ords for the Hour" (1858), 
"L ater Lyrics” a I HGG J and "From Sun­ 
set

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FARMING IN NEW MEXICO. 


Account of a V isit to the Pecos Valley 
by a W all K n o w n G ra n g e r. 
Mr. George T. Powell of Orchard 
farm , Ghent, N. Y., agricultural ape 
clnlist and a m ember of C hatham 
grange, No. 900, has recently returned 
from a 
trip through 
New 
Mexico. 
w here he has been selecting farm s for 
several young men from New York 
state — college graduates who, while 
their own land Is being broken for 
planting, have hired out to farm ers 
to learn their methods. 
Koine of these 
have paid STKM) an acre for fruit o r­ 
chards, and they will get $ 1,200 per 
acre from the fruit trees the second 
year afte r buying tlbMr land. 
Mr. Powell tells about one farm er 
who has Just stored his wool crop of 
BOO,OOO pounds, for which he bas a 
standing offer of fJVI.OOO. 
But fruit 
growing is the most profitable branch 
to farm ers in the section where Mr. 
Powell visited. 
As Boswell, N. M., 
lins an elevation of 8 ,HOO feet the qual­ 
ity of the fruit raised on these high 
altitude orchards is excellent. 
Home of tli«*se orchards contain as 
m any as ROO acres, but sm aller ones 
not exceeding fifty acres are the more 
profitable on account of the better care 
that can be given them. 
Mr. Powell 
says that every orchardist lins to spray 
Ills trees, and if he falls to do so 
they are sprayed by the association 
and the cost is added to his taxes. I r ­ 
rigation is practiced four times n year. 
Some tim es the frost hits the trees 
pretty bard while in bloom, but most 
of the large growers have smudge 
pots, and w hen til** signal service b u ­ 
reau notifies them of a coming frost 
they fill these pots with crude oil, set­ 
ting from IOO to 17si pots to the acre 
and burning them all night long. Each 
of these |w>ts holds a gallon of crude 
oil, costing 4 cents. The cost of sm udg­ 
ing is $ 1S to $27 per acre for the ixits 
and $20 for the oil and labor for three 
nights. 
Mr. Powell gives an Interesting d e­ 
scription of th** proe«*xs of irrigation 
there. Roswell is In tin* Pecos valley, 
and the ever melting snow on th** 
m ountain tops gives a great flow of 
w ater, which, sinking under ground, 
sometimes forms vast lakes In th** val­ 
ley, th** w ater table of which lies 
sometime# as low as I,.*500 f**et below 
the surface. From an occasional large 
stream or even small lake thnt Is s h ­ 
unt***! near the surface ditches conduct 
the w ater over L‘*M* acres of land 
sometimes, b u t In most rases eight 
inch pipe is sunk down to th** subter­ 
ranean supply and ti flow of 1,000 to 
H5.000 gallons |>er m inute Is obtained. 
Mr. Powell says that he lins s**cn a 
yield of 110 bushels of oats and LIO 
bushels of corn to the acre on Irrigated 
land. 
Alfalfa is grown thoro v 11Ii great 
suc»***ss. nod at iii0 ti Tit*- Mr. Powell 
visit***! Boswell three cions b e l liven 
cut, aud three r»ore will be taken 
from th** amor f! ids.

over the ndioining ft-Ids stream s of 
w ater were flowing, and these fields in 
less than thirty days would grow an­ 
other crop. Alfalfa brings $10 a ton In 
the storehouses. As soon tis the alfalfa 
Is cut fifty to a hundred horses aud 
mules ar** turned in from distant pas­ 
tures to clean the Meld, and sometimes 
as many cattle are run in. After they 
have been in the pasture for a week or 
so the w ater is turned on for several 
days. Roswell Is a tow n of 10.000 pop­ 
ulation, and tho farm ers of that vicin­ 
ity have $.'{.oo<).OOO in th** banks and 
they loan to Wall street.
